Grants to be Given 


CCC Success Grant: 


Beginning in 2005-06, Clatsop is offering the CCC Success Grant to 
all students who attend CCC for the first time in the Fall term at 
full-tme (12 credits or more). The CCC Success Grant is for $200 
a term and is renewable at $200 a term for the following 5 terms, 
provided students attend full-tme and achieve a cumulative 2.75 
g.p.a. or better. Students could receive up to $1,200 over a two- 
year period from this Grant!

What’s Goin’ On...Off Campus... 


Tuition is Up in All Western States 


Article reprinted from Oregon Community College Association’s 
February Newsletter 


For nearly 25 years, the Western Interstate Commis- 
sion for Higher Education (WICHE) has collected tui- 
tion and fees data annually from public four-year and 
two-year institutions in the fifteen western states. The 
full report, Tuition & Fees in Public Higher Education 
in the West, 2004-2005 Detailed Tuition & Fees Ta- 
bles, is available on WICHE’s web site at http:// 
www.wiche.edu/policy/Tuition and Fees/. Here are 
some highlights: 

e At four-year public institutions in the West, resi- 
dent undergraduate tuition and fees rose by 9.8% 
between 2003-04 and 2004-05. 

e Non-resident undergraduate tuition and fees in- 
creased by 10.5% over the same period. 

e Among two-year colleges, the one-year change for 
resident in-district tuition and fees was 8.7%. 

e Average undergraduate tuition and fees at four- 
year public institutions in 2004-05 was $3,810, 
compared to $3,469 in 2003-04. 

e Average non-resident undergraduate tuition and 
fees at four-year institutions was $12,798 in 2004- 
05, compared to $11,585 in 2003-04. 

e Resident in-district two-year students paid $2,000 
on average for tuition and fees in 2004-05 and 
$1,840 in 2003-04.
